With the outbreak of 
hostilities It was decided that there 
should bo as little ostentation :ut pos 
hlble and. among other things, convo 
ration suffered heavily. Instead of tho 
round of gayety that attended that 
event. It developed into a rather som 
hie gathering for which students were 
forced to stay in town throughout n 
couple of uninteresting weeks, and 
finally gathered in Convocation Hall 
to be given their roll of parchment 
and de.purt. Laut. year a serious at- 
tempt was made to revive t'he former 
spirit of convocation week, but the 
college had yet much to do before It 
; could assume Its normal appearance 
and the result was only a partial sue- 
ueîs. 

Large classes and unbounded en- 
! thuslusm have combined to make tho 
propagation for this year's convocation 
cxerolfies more elaborate than any- 
thing that has been attempted for 
some years past.

Tho reading' of the Class Historien and 
Prophecies Is one ot tho most Import- 
ant of the functions on tho programme 
.'or next week. As usual, the histories 
and prophecies will bo road from tho 
platform erected on tho campus; tho 
deeds of 1,920 men win bo vividly re- 
counted, and their futures depleted In 
gtawinisr colours. The reading of the 
valedictories Is perhaps the most sol- 
emn proceeding of the week and will 
take place on Tuesday evening, May 
1 lth, in the K.V.C. where the valedic- 
torians of the senior year in each fa- 
tuity will bid farewell to their Alma 
Mater. After the reading of the vale- 
dictories those attending the function 
will adjourn to the Union, whore thero 
will bo Informal dancing. 

The planting of a trco on the cam- 
pus by tho outgoing class is another 
well established custom that will be 
continued this year. In front of the 
Chemistry Building can bo seen a row 
of trees, in varying stages of growth, 
that havo been planted by the outgo- 
ing classes. To this Impressive lino the 
class of 1920 will make their modest 
contribution with, visions of Its future 
proportions overawetog the classée to 
follow. Tho tree planting wJU be fol- 
lowed by a reception at the Union, at 
which the graduating olios will meet 
tho prominent fSgures in university 
life, with which they have been fami- 
liar during their «ollego careers. 

The event of most importance in the 
eyes of many of the students will be 
the Graduation Ijanbs on May' 10th. 
Tho committee in Charge of èfîia func- 
tion has hech unsparing In Its efforts 
to make the affair a huge success and 
It promises to be a Prom, that has not 
been equalled at the college by any in 
the memory of the students of the pre- 
sent senior year. Unfortunately, for 
tho rest of the college, the dance may 
only be attended by seniors or, of 
course, somebody who has 'been In 
vitod to be the partner of a senior. 




The only hope for the students In ths 
lower years is that some fair DonaJdo 
senior may have mercy on him and 
Issue an invitation to the dance. The 
senior year is accorded the privilège, 
refused other organisations, of holding 
their dance In the large assembly hall 
of the Royal Victoria College, Accord- 
ing to the p recent plana, the hall will 
bo tastefully decorated, the music will 
be exquisito and the supper tempting. 

Tho baseball games between the fa- 
culties will bo played and tho lnter- 
faoulty tennis tournament will taflce 
place. In addition, the classes in each 
faculty wHl have Independent enter- 
tainments. Donalda functions of im- 
portance will be the banquet tendered 
to the graduating year by the reet of 
tho college and, at a later date, the 
luncheon, at whnoh the R.V.C. His- 
tory, Prophecy and Poem will be read. 
The majority of the senior classes are 
having farewell dinners, While small 
parties of seniors are squeezing in en- 
tertainments wherever possible. 

A distinct innovation this year will 
be the tea to be held after convocation 
on the afternoon of May 12lh. To this 
tea will be invited all of the seniors, 
members of convocation and friends of 
the graduating class. As' the capacity 
of the hall is limited it has been found 
necessary to limit tho attendance to 
those holding invitations. These invi- 
tations have been distributed among 
all of the members of the senior year 
and may be secured from them, 

Tho convocations exercises while 
being mainly for the members of the 
graduating year can, and will bs, at- 
tended by the students of the other 
years. Tho afternoon tea and dance to 
he held next Wednesday afternoon and 
the dancing after the reading of the 
Valedictories will be open to the 
friends of the seniors who come with 
them. All of the other exercises are 
for the college as a whole.

It Is with profound regret that all 
those connected with the University, 
and In particular the staff and stu- 
dents of the Faculty of Arts, will re- 
ceive the news of the resignation of 
Dr. Charles K. Moyse. Dean of the 
Faculty of Arts, Vice-Principal of the 
University, and for tbe past fqrty- 
two years an honored member of the 
Staff. 

Dean Moyse has for years past been 
regarded as one of the greatest fig- 
ures of the University. Together 
with Sir William Peterson he accom- 
plished great things for McGill in tbe 
quarter of a century, which has seen 
her rlHe from a struggling college to 
a world University. As Doan of the 
Faculty of Arts Dr. Moyse has played 
a no loss Important part In further- 
ing the oldest-established Faculty. 
While as a writer and an Knglish 
scholar Dean Moyse has achieved 
something of an international repu- 
tation. 

But it is as an alt-round sportsman 
and a truly fine typo of tbe English 
gentleman that the countless stu- 
dents past and present, who havo 
come Into contac.t with him, will re- 
member tho "grand old man" of Mc- 
Gill. Those, who In tho past, were 
fortunate enough to sit under Dean 
Moyse in the lecture-room never fail- 
ed to be impressed by his charm of 
manner as well as by his prfoound 
scholarship. While the far greater 
number ,who came into contact with 
Dean Moyse either in bis official po- 
sition or at the student-gatherings, at

An essential increase of salaries for 
the University staff with the high cost 
of living and the low value of the 
dollar have led the Governors to de- 
cide that, If tho imperative high stan- 
dard of education is to. be maintained, 
and as long as McGill Is McGill it will 
be, then there must be an Increase in 
sessional fees. At tho meeting of the 
Governors Monday, the matter was 
discussed and the following decisions 
were made to take effect next session. 
The fee3 in Applied Science will be 
slightly raised, from $197 to $205; the 
latter amount will Includo $5.00 for 
gymnasium privileges, and a health 
insurance fee of $2.00. This latter 
Item is an innovation in tho Univor- 
slty and will doubtless prove of enor- 
mous advantage to the studont-body 
and the welfaro of McGill. All men 
will have their health Insured, that 
is, if any man is injured or taken III 
during the college year, adequate 
medical attention will bo given to the 
individual by medical authorities ap- 
pointed by the University. 

The fees in Arts will, in all proba- 
bility, be increased from $58 to $100, 
the latter to include the above-men- 
tioned privileges. In Medicine, the 
lncreaso will bo from $147 to $200. 
In Dentistry the new fee will be $200. 
In Law tho fee for men taking B.C.L. 
decree will be charged $150 Instead of 
$77; those taking the LL.B. degree 
will have to pay a fee of $100. In the 
new Faculty of Music, an approximate 
increase of $15 per cent will go into 
effect next session.

"ness. McGill is not provincial, nor sectarian, nor representative of 

• jany class. It stands for national dcvclomcnt. for the discovery and 
»{thc teaching of Truth; it advocates racial harmony and, religious tolcr- 

A »|ance and the real establishment of that new and broad Canadianism 

• ftoetercd b\ the war. With this spirit to guide it, its future has no 
'fears. 

In a few days many of lyj.wo trust, will be proud to call ourselves 
"graduates of McGill."- Our days'of direct college activities will have 
•[ended. What real connection we shall still have with the University's 
Vaffairs is not yet determined. There is a feeling abroad that the gra- 
duates have not now sufficient voice in the vital affairs of their Alma 
•Mater — that, indeed, after a hundred years of life the University is 

still indifferent to the suggestions or desires of her riving children 

and that in no ether college in America does such a condition prevail. 
We have not yet ourselves truly realized this fact, but wc believe a 
j-change is soon to come. 

For the University, every member of the graduating class has but 
jjthe kindest' memories. IJK'c have received much instruction, oonsider- 
jjable knowledge, and, ! wt hope, a little wisdom. Much which we 
jjthought foolish in our earlier years, we later found to have been wise. 
j|We should like to have-known some of our Professors better, to have 
jShad with some of thcmXtmore personal contact, and to have met some 
:rof them mere frequently outside the classroom walls. Otherwise we 
::havc no regrets— not even for the pleasant nights of gladness, nor the 
..idle days of truancy. WjTwere not here to learn how to make a living, 
but how to make a life. We may have gathered but little utilitarian 
knowledge, but we hrpeye have discovered something of the basis of 
the solid satisfaction of^fe; we have acquired at least a feeling, a 
jfcpïrit, a habit of mind vfltich no worldly misfortune can take away 
And above all we have Memories-memories of pleasant things, and 
Of the comradeship of congenial friends that must last us through the 
years. Wc trust that our successors may be as fortunate as we, and 
tb them we say in brotherly sincerity "Hail and Farewell."

McGiJl's Medical Course Best 
in America, Says Dean 
Birkctt. 



Thf thirty-eishU» annual Medical 
dinner was held on Saturday evening. 
March 27th. at 8 o'clock, in the Plaça 
Viser Hotel. The dinner was to hava 
been held on Feb. 7th. but owing to 
weather conditions the speaker of tha 
evening Dr. Harvey Cuahing of Boa- 
ton, was unable to be* present, and It 
was decided at the last moment to 
postpone it until Dr. Cushing could 
be present 

This dinner is the annual function 
at which the Faculty, grauduates and 
undergraduates gather together to 

jtpend a social evening and is con- 
sequently growing in popularity as 
the years pass. The 38th proved to 
be one of the most successful yet 

iheld. The Faculty having cast off 
any reserve which they might ordin- 
arily have, were observed chatting In 
the most informal way with both 
freshman and senior alike. Gradu 
ales took this occasion to renew old 
acquaintances and to show their in 
terest lu McGill. In all about 150 
were present. 

In the securing of Dr. Cushing aa 
speaker, the committee are to be con- 
gatulated. From Baltimore Dr 
Cushing went to Boston where he was 
made Moseley Professor of Surgery 
at Uie Harvard Medical School. His 
brilliant career there, has brought 
him to the notice of the entire medical 
world, as one of the beBt surgeons on 
the continent. 

After an excellent menu the Chair 
man, "Norm" Williamson, called upon 
O.C. Trainor to propose the toast to 
the Faculty. Dean Birkett. in re 
sponding, made reference to the great 
School is making and wil Intake in 
the near future. He spoke of the 
lengthening of the course of study 
from five to six years which change, 
be said, was designed to equip the 
student with a sound general and 
scientific training upon which to 
build his future work. Although 
unable to work at that time to divulge 
details o fthis course he said that it 
was considered to bo ahead or any 
other in America at the present time. 
In conclusion he referred t ohte late 
Sir William Osier's generosity in 
donating his entire library to McGill. 
With it .will come tho ashes of the 
great man. 

Dr. Cushing in bis opening remarks 
said that many universities claimed 
Sir William Osier, but there is little 
doubt as to where his heart was .He 
read a letter which he had received 
from Sir William touching on this 
very point. He said that he had 
! considered bequeathing It to Johns 
'Hopkins but ho felt that, it belonged 
to McOill and that there It would be 
most appreciated. Prof. Cushing 
was of the opinion that we do not yet 
•realize what a remarkable and valu- 
able sift this library is. The late 
Sir William spent a lifetime- in accu- 
mulating the rarest collection of in- 
cunabula In the medical world. 
Hardly a day passed but some rare 
and thumblcd volume was added to 
the list. Knowing the man and ap- 
preciating his work medical men the 
world over contributed to it From 
extracts and letters Dr. Cushing 
showed that the man's zeal for hlB 
work was amazing. Not only were 
the volumes collected and indexed, 
but each was read and abridged. In 
conclusion Prof. Cushing referred to 
the reputation which McGill medicals 
had attained in Franco and he stated 
that from the Medical School héro 
the greatest things were expected. 

The toast to the Graduating Class 
was proposed by Dr. C. F. Martin and 
ably responded to by C. M. Eaton. 

The committee were: Messrs. Wil- 
liamson, Gordon, Cooder, Mills, Elder 
and Ramsay.

ARTS SENIOR ATTEMPTS AN 
AUTHENTIC AUTOBIOGRAPHY 



History of Arts 1920 as Compiled by a Prominent Member 
of the Class— Thirty-Eight Per Cent. Answered the Call 
"To Arms"— Four Men Were Laid in Flanders' Fields

Wo soon adapted oursolves to our 
new environment and in the course 
of time learned more and more of our 
foes who bad more or less been so- 
phisticated during the previous year. 
We had, Individually, heard a great 
deal concerning these sophistH and 
in order that 'we might be fully pre- 
pared to meet the enemy at home- 
as our brave men were nicotine the 
tyWrc formidable foe in "No Man's 
I*nd' - — we were fully organized with 
our captain In command. Dut, alas! 
on that memorable day the enemy 
had captured all the strategic posi- 
tions and posts— tho ammunition had 
been transferred to enemy hoadquar- 
tors, and about half of our company- 
were made prisoners of war. Those 
of us who were made captives . had 
little hupe of escape If it had not 
been for the intervention of tbo 
"great powers" who forced the soph- 
ist squad to withdraw "according to 
plan." 

Why dwell further on this attack 
when a battle far more Important and 
with far-reaching consequence wan 
rapidly approaching? This time not 
from the barbarous sophs, but from 
the concerted action of the great 
powers. Rumors regarding the en- 
emy movements came fast shortly 
utter (h* Christmas foD Miles. In a 
short time all was prepared for ac- 
tion. Then there appoared In front 
of us exam, papers; to the left and 
right of us exam paper?, and lo the 
rear exam papers: exatt papers 
everywhere thundering out. their 
attestions. The battle ceased and 
when the. smoke had cleared away 
we found a few casualties, a few mor- 
tally wounded. 

For a fow weeks the' powers re- 
mained low; the press waa continu- 
ally urging preparedness for the 
great conflict which was yet to come, 
the final attack of the first phase 
In which our famous company was 
envoived took place la April of 1917. 
It U with credit to each member of 
the company that on in* whole it 
came out victorious. 

Upou reassembling in the Fall of 
1917 our worthy captain once more 
marshalled his fortes, "bur company 
was greatly reduced frpm the proud 
figure of seventy-two. Wo had de- 



fircs burning" during troublous days 
but the class of Arts '20. ever ready, 
entered into the mftlst of college fray 
and strife and did its best to incul- 
cate the dying spirit with a new life. 

With a smaller number In our class 
we bad occasion to know one another 
more intimately. Will we ever forget 
those quite nlghta we spent . together 
around the dinner table and as we 
drank to the health and success of 
our colleagues who wore "over 
there"? 

With the advent of the session Of 
1918-1919 our numbers were further 
reduced. Twcnty-threo of us remain- 
ed. Twenty-three to carry on the 
work or those who had gone to fulfil 
their duties and obligations as each 
one severally had been called upon 
to do. 

In tho early part of thin session It 
is pleasing to record that tho cur- 
tain came down upon the last scene 
but one of that awful tragedy which 
was now drawing to u close in 
Europe. 

We are Hure that no small measure 
of the success of the College I'ublica 
lions, of Cotlego Clubs, of Class 
Spirit is due to him who lead the 
destinies of the clans during this ses- 
sion. In Jack O'Brien wc placed our 
confidence and time proved that our 
choice was the best. Wc could well 
name others who during this session 
distinguished themselves as student 
leaders and who gave of their time 
to foster tho welfare of student ac 
tlvtUea in and about tho University. 

We now come to the last phase of 
our career. It Is all "over over there." 
Tho document which 1b to close tho 
scene of the final act of the tragedy 
has been carefully prepared. 

In the meantime we had the plea- 
sure of welcoming back Into our 
midst those who had helped to com- 
plete the great task. Our number in 
our final year increased to' thirty- 
nine; and of this numbor thirty-eight 
per cent, bad donned the King's uni- 
form. As we welcomed those men 
back we once more had a sense of 
unity and as we stand united wc 
pause for a moment to think of those 
who gave their all for God, for King 
and for their country. 

The first to fall was Gunner Dun- 
can Chcaholra. He was born on Oct. 
15tb, 1898, and received his prelimin- 
ary training at the University High 
School, ' Toronto. On Sept 7th, 1918, 
just as the Arras-Cauibral advance 
bad begun, be was killed by a splin- 
ter from a high explosive shell. 

The second who gave hi3 life was 
Lieut. Maroyn Campbell Allen Jones. 
He was born on Jan. 19th, 1899. Ha 
went to the front with the 60th Bat- 
tery In June, 1918. On Sept. 30th, 
1918. he was killed Instantaneously 
by a shell which fell during the night 
near Cambrai, 

The third was Ptc. John Hughes. 
Ho was born on May 17th, 1899. He
